Voting Rights Act 
Clears the Senate 


WASHINGTON An ex- 
tension of the Voting Rights Act 
of 1965 Passed the Senate last 
week with thelargest margin ever 
won by major civil rights measure， 
The vote was 85 to 8. 

Po Wong，executive director of 
the Chinese Newcomers .Service 
Center and a member of the SF 
卫 lections Committee， hailed the 
extension as “a Significant move 
toward equality ,in yoting and 
Said that the act is especially 
valuable to newly-naturalized citi- 
Zens， 

BIPARTISAN 

Chinese for Affirmative Action 
executive director Henry Der said 
that CAA is “extremely happy” 
with the Senate vote， 

“For the longest time，we had 
grave doubts whether the Senate 
would vote out an acceptable 
Version .of the voting rights act,” 
he said，attributing last Week's 
vote to the lobbying efforts of 
hundreds of civil rights organiza- 
tions， Der himself traveled to 
Washington to testify on the need 
for the act and particularly for 
bilingual elections， 

House leaders said they would 
accept the Senate bill and send 让 
to the President as early as thie 
week. The House Passed a similar， 
but stronger，version of the bill by 
389 to 24 last October， 

President Reagan, who initially 
withheld support for an extension 
(下 LAW 5/12/82) promised to sign 
the bill and saidq the Senate vote 

“sends a strong，bipartisan mes- 
sage: No American's vote shall be 
defiled, dilutedq, or denied.” 

The bill passed last week 
contains two main provisions. One 
Provision bans discriminatory 
Practices in all 50 states indefini- 
tely. Another provision requires 
that all or part of 22 states with a 
history of discrimination obtain 
Prior federal approval for changes 
in election procedures for the next 
25 years. 


了 oOwever; the bill also specifies 
bat these districts may be exempPp- 
ted from the requirement of 
federal approval after two yeafrs， 
过 they can show that they have 
not Practiced discrimination for 
10.years and have made positive 
eftorts to promote minority voting， 

The bill also directs judges who 
are ruling on discrimination char- 
ges to consider the “totajlity of 
circumstances” Surrounding  a 
case, including election results. In 
recent rulings, the Supreme Court 
has looked only at 轨 tent in 
deciding ”discrimination  ， cases， 
Civil rights_ groups had argued 
that Proving iptent is extremely 
difficult. 

The vote came after Sen. Jesse 
Helms (R-North Carolina) was 
pressured by Senate leaders and 
fellow Republicans to give up a 
nine-day fibuster against the bill. 
Fearing that Helms” Position Was 
darmaging their party's already- 
weakened standing with minority 
voters，Senate Republican lead- 
ers reportedly promised Helms 
that- he could bring up legisla- 
tion requiring a balanced federal 
budget，banning _ abortion，and 
legalizing voluntary Prayer in 
Schools this summer in'return for 
anendto the filibuster. 

The Senate soundly defeated a 
series of 18 amendments designed 
to weaken the act, including one 
from Sen，S， 工 . Hayakawa (及 : 
California) which，would have 
reduced bilingual election reguire- 


Iments. 
CRITICS

The law allowed 
the state to cut off funds to local 
districts that did not charge 
tuition,， or bar such students from 
attending school, 

The .June 15 decision is a 
landmark interpretation of the 

“equal protectiom” guarantee 也 

the Constitution's 14th Amend- 

-ment，JIt is the first time the 
Supreme Court has held explicitly 
that the guarantee “extends to 
anyone， citizen or stranger,” 
living in the US，Two earlier 
.rulings in the US Court of Appeals 
had also declared the Texas law a

In 1977， 
minority Tepresentation stood at 
10.6% and increased to 11.4 宛 by 
' last year; women represented 
17.2% in 1977 and stood at 18.8% 


]ast year， Asian faculty members - 


jincreased from 3.3% in 1977 to 
5% last year,，countingPakistanis 
and Indians as Asians， 

The regents report admits 
“serious deficiencies in certain 
areas, ”and suggests three reasons 
for the Problem: reliance on 


vtechnical comPpliance with federal 
requirements ; 


hiring programs; and a lack of 
-commitment by many faculty 
members and administrators to

keep illegal aliens out of their

According to California's Edu- 
cation Code，a birth certificate is 
Dot necessary to register a childq for 
school， If a birth certificate， 
baptism certificate or passport is 
not available, the state will accept 
asworn affadavit from a Parent or 
guardian attesting to the child's 
date and place of birth , 

“Our job as educators is to teach 
the youngsters who come to the 
school door and not to deal with 
the whole issue of aliens, illegal or 
otherwise,” California Superin- 
tendent of Schools Wilson Riles 
Said. 

The majority opinion of the 
Court，wrIitten by Justice Wil- 
liam Brennan，focused on the 
importance of _ education in 
American society and the unfair- 
Imess of punishing children for their 
parents jllegal status.

Movements, Not Fighting

SAN FRANCISCO 一 This Fri- 
day, June 25, at 8 pm, martial arts 
masters will demonstrate their 
skills in the Palace of Fine Arts 
Theater, 3301 Lyon Street. 

”To many，mention of martial 
arts 一 OF WUshu in Mandarin 一 
conjures up imiages of bloodqy gong 
九 movies in which villains and 
heroes relentlessly battle it out,， no 
holds barred，with kicks，chops， 
improbable leaping attacks, and a 
variety of unusual weapons. Such 
impressions，however，hold little 
resemblance to the actual wushu 
discipline， 

TRADITION 

“Most (wushu) instructors stress 
not using wushu unnecessarily，ex- 
cept in self-defense， There's 
enough violence in modern society 
without propagating more，. 

“The purpose (of wushu) is to 
exercise the body and preserve the 
wushu tradition，not to train to 
punch someone in the nose,”ex- 
Plained Anthony Chan，; president 
of the state headquarters for the 
National Chinese Wushu Associa- 
tion of America， the perfor- 
mance'sSssponsoring group， 

But Chan was quick to _ point 
out, though, that“It doesnt make 
a whole lot of sense to train for 10 
years，WwWaiting for the one time 
you need to defend yourself，and 
for this reason，exhibitions are 
heldq so practitioners can display 
their abijlities.” 

Chan explained that the term 
“wushu”is a general term for 
martial arts, and dqoesnt refer to a 
particular style of martial arts， 

“Martial -arts in China ，are 


Several thousands of years old, and 
developed form Primitive tech- 
niques of hunting and defense， 
Chan explained.“The new style is 
a far cry 位 om the preconceived 
image of martial arts, though.

“In martial arts exhibitions, the 
fighting aspects have been elim- 
inated.， The movements have 
become part of a routine，more 
like gymmnastics，Contestants PerT- 
form in front of a panel of judges 
and are Scored on how correctly 
they Perform the Imovements， 
Fighting is still used in some 
aspects， but for ，promotion， 
contestants Use the routines,， he 
noted. 

In addition to sxhibitions，imn 
which there is no contact, in many 
southeast Asian countries and 
iecently introduced in China there 
are Sparring matches in which 
there is actual fighting，Chan ex- 
plained，but these matches are 
governed by strict rules to protect 
Contestants. 

“You have a dilemma,”Chan 
noted. “A.true champion is one 
whorstands his ground no matter 
who challenges him. But sparring 
competitions have rules，Contes- 
tants have to score according to 
these rules to win, so the winner is 
the champion 一 but champion 
under the rules. In the old days, 让 
was a death bout，but of course 
modern society wouldn't stand for 
that. 

“Personally， I feel that martial 
arts have to change with society. 
Many feel that change means you 
lose the traditional ways, But just 
because the horse cart has served 
man for thousands of years doesnt 


mean you should feel pity because 


we use cars，With the contem- 
porary styles，the _ beautiful tech- 
niques are preserved in a way the 
audience can enjoy, Chan noted .

Most students study for at least 
five years before they are consid-, 
ered proficient in the art of 
wushu.

While instructors never en- 
courage their students to show=o 任 
or boast; the emphasis placed on 
humility and modesty Varies from 
instructor to instructorT， 

“This carries over to the student 
from the _ individual instructor. 
Some instructors encourage their 
students to_use their skill to the 
fullest，others encourage students

Chan began studying martial 
arts Over 13 years ago，at the age 
of _ 14 In addition to Chinese

Vandals, Thieves Threaten 
China's Historic Relics

threatening to _ destroy China's 
cultural heritage，the 工 A Ti7mnes 
recently reported， Construction 
projects that are started without 
PIOPer authorization are thrwart- 
ing the Chinese _ government s 
attempts to preserve Chinas rich 
heritage. 

Fu Yuehua，director of excava-- 
tions for the Henan Provincial 
Cultural.， Relics Preservation 
Bureau，told the Ti7zes，“The 
damage and destruction done now 
is generally not deliberate，as 这 
was _ during the _ Cultural Revo- 
lution，but that doesnt mean 让 


.isn't severe， The threat we face 


now is different, but just as serious 
and we are concerned about the 


. qanger 直 poses to _ our cultural

VANDALISM 

Fu also noted,“We do not want 
to inhibit economic develop- 
ment，but it should not come at 
the cost of our cultural heritage,”

form other provinces indicate 
similar Occurrences.

Vandals were also cited as a 
threat to _ historical artifacts， One 
instance of vandalism occurred at 
the ”Dragon Mouth 。”Grottos 
Buddhist temple，south of Zheng- 
zhou， More than 60 of the 500- 
year-old storme carvings at the 
Buddhist temple were damaged in 
the last year and a half. Vandals

Officials are not sure 寺 thereis a 
political motivation behind the 
vandalism, as during the Cultural 
Revolution， but they do recognize 
it as a major problem., Also cited 
as aproblem was black marketeers 
trading in smuggled antiques. One 
case involved Ma Qingcai， 
charged last year with robbing 14 
imperial tombs and smuggling 
mijllions of ,dollars of stolen 
artifacts into Hong 玉 ong.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 A monu- 
ment honoring the contributions 
of early Chinese immigrants- to 
maritime industries was Tecently 
dedicated at China Beach. 
Located in SE"s Sea Cliftf District， 
China -Beach was used as a camp 
by Chinese fishermen as early as 
the 1850s. 

According to James Delgado， 
Historian for the Colden Cate 
National Recreation Area Nation- 
al Park Service，there were once 
30-40 Chinese fishing villages up 
and down the West Coast, These 
included .Monterey， LA， San 
Diego, Seattle and China Camp in 
Marin County，the only village 
still remaining. 

RACISM 
Chinese junks which are - no 
]onger seen were at one time a 
very common sight along the 
Pacific Coast, Delgado said， 

The Chinese fishermen caught 
halibut，sturgeon，smelt，herring 
and shrimp, Ninety percent of the 
shrimp catch， was exported to 
China and other Asian countries， 
“The Chinese fishermen were also 
the first to bring our attention to 
abalone,，Delgado explained， 

Racism and competition were 
major factors which drove the 
Chinese out of the fishing indus- 
try. Delgado cited various types of 
legislation_ passed against Chinese 
fishermen such as the banning of 
Ghinese-style bag nets and the 
-outlawing of shrimp exports. 
IDielgado sees some parallels be-

year-old mummy， 

The mummy; that of a middjle- 
aged blonde woman who was a 
member of one of China's national 
minorities, had apparently died of 
pulmonary .emphysema， char- 
acterized by air sacs in the lungs 
becoming distended and inelastic， 
Researchers believed that the 


disease was caused by “the smoke | 


that came with the burning of 
wood, animal carcasses and other 
combustible material which 
polluted the environment,”Wen 
Hui Bao said.

culture shock, may quickly and 
roundly end those dreams as new 
immigrants become depressed and 
disillusioned as they end up 
working long hours for low pay， 
living in crowded， high-crime 
neighborhoods，with their family 
life deteriorating. 

Now，however，a counselling 
Program here helps immigrants 
avoid those pitfalls by preparing 
them 一 emotionally，as well as 
practically，with job-training 一 
for the reality of life in the US. 

“We try to heljp prospective 
immigrants identify what they 
want to do in the US，and what 
they can do. They go to different 
parts of the US,，and we ask them 
to have their relatives check on 
what skills might be marketable 
there， 

”We encouiIage them to learn 
English before they immigrate，In 
my personal belief,， no time is too 
Soon to start learning,” Judy Lee， 
director of the HK Branch of the 
International Social Service， 
explained.

“He really loved ship- 
ping.C. Y._didnt have any 
IOmances 一 :Shipping was his 
love.” 

“Tt was a life-long love. At the 
Comrmunist victory 记 1949，Tung 
took a small flotilla of coal- 
burning ”and oil-burning -ships 
frorm Shanmghaito HK Within 30 
years，he acquired a diversified 
fleet of over 140 vessels including 
container ships， bulk carriers， 
tanker，liquid petroleum carriers， 
and luxury passenger ships， 

“C，Y.， was very smart 这 
diversifying his fleet so that he was 
not dependent on the success of 
any one kind :of ship,” Yin 
explained. Tung had a combina- 
tion of long，medium，and short- 
term charters on his ships so that 
steady cash flow'was guaranteed .

He was 
honored by many directorships 
and board memberships on edu- 
cational and cultural foundation 
boards. Tungwasonthe Board of 
Overseers of the Hoover Institute 
at Stanford and a trustee of the 
International Council on 了 quca- 
tion and Teaching. 

“C.Y,， never missed a meeting 
of these- boards.， He enjoyed 
helping students and artists，He 
founded the Semester at Sea 
program，affiliated now with the 
University of Pittsburgh. He set up 
Scholarships tor students from Asia 
and Brazi，Probably his greatest 
disappointment was when the 
floating university docked in HK 
caught on fire. It was the Queen 
Elizabeth. Tung spent millions of 
dollars to renovate her,” Yin 
recalled，The cause of the fire 
went unexplained; but some spec- 


ulate there may have been 
political motives. 

“C.Y. was very discipljined. He 
meditated at least one hour every 
morning，He was a Zen Budd- 
hist,”Yin noted.

The policy was implemented to 
boost Indonesia's cotmmodity 
markets which -have been de- 
pressed because of the world 
recession. A company selling $100 
mijllion of equipment to Indo- 
nesia，for _ example，would theo- 
reticajly have to buy $100 million 
in -pepper，coffee，or rubber for 
Sales overTseas， 

Michael Smith， deputy US 
Trade”Representative criticized 
the program. “We find counter- 
trade very disturbing at a time 
when ,the US government is 
Pushing for further trade liber- 
alization,” he told the Times， 
Smith pointed out the Problem 
with such a system. “You can 
imagine what would happen 过 the 
United States started going into 

counter-trade and demanding of 
eyery country,， Under certain 
conditions，that imports must be 
linked to exports.
